The Commerce of Egypt.

The British Consul at Alexaudria, Fgypt,
makes pome interesting statements in relatton
to the commerce of thai port nnd the coudition
of thecounery, In 1860 4268 vesscls entered
the port of Alexaudria, and in the ten years
from 1856 to 1865 26,914 veseels arrived, givin
an average ol 2681 per year. In 1866 87
vessels were entered. British vessels in 1866
muintained their proportion ot the carrying
trade to Alexandria. This has always been much
larEcr thun that of any otner nation; and
although the number of Turkish and Egyptixn
ehips considerably exceeds the Bnitish, the
tonnage of the latter 1s much greuter, amount
imzti 1o nearly balf the tonnage arriviug from all
nations,

The development of the reilways, and the in-
troduciion of steam power for irrigation and
cotton gink und pressore, bave added largely to
the coal required for the country: and the
wealth of the people consequent on the profits
derived from (he cultivation of cotton has
largely contribuied to the general use of British
ma.nul‘ncturcd goods among the rarsl populs-
tion. Railways and canals are being pushed
" forward with much vieor, In addition to the

main lines from Alexandna to Cairo and Bueg,
yarious branches have been made io the nle.
